Town Meeting Refuses New Office Building 
s a : : Voters Favor Keeping 
‘Major Outlays Down 


By GEORGE J. CULLEN 


A conservative policy was fol- 
lowed by Andover voters Monday 
night when the first segment of 
the annual town warrant was dis- 
posed of at a five hour session ia 
Memorial Auditorium attended by 
1174 men and women who opposed 
major expenditures, including 
funds for the erection of a new 
$375,000 Colonial town building 
on Main st. to replace the century 
old Town House. 

Although the one and one-half 
million dollar budget adopted at 
the meeting was below the depart- 
mental requests and the Finance 
committee recommendations, it 
does allow for a $3 per week *ac- 
ross-the-board’ wage increase for 
all town employees. 

The voters on several occasions 
reflected satisfaction with the 
status quo. When the Planning 
board went after a much larger ap- 
propriation than that recommended 
by the Finance committee, the 
municipal cash box was slammed 
shut and the group was left with- 
out any funds at all; a proposal 
for study of the representative 
form of town meeting was shouted 
down; while the vocal voters re- 
fused to put any new curbs on 
hunting in the community. 

When the meeting adjourned at 
12:18 a.m., a budget of $1,525,- 
889.00 had been set up, together 
with appropriations under special 
articles amounting to $95,947.00, 
for a total outlay of $1,621,836.

He agreed that 
there are careless hunters, but 
out that there are also 
automobile drivers. He 


said that the Sportsman’s club is 
constantly conducting a program 
of firearms education. 

A woman proponent of the 
measure charged: that a boy who 
went out to warn a hunter off the 
family land was ‘pushed to the 
ground with a gun butt,’ while 
another man said that the saving 
of a single child’s life would be 
worth all the expense.

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town for $11,000. 
Postpone Town Office 

Mr. Hardy said that the pro- 
posed new building would be Wil- 
liamsburg Colonial design and 
would serve the needs of a town 
of 30,000. John O’Connell moved 
that the building of the new struc- 
ture be postponed, and suggested 


that the present Town House be 
extended to the street and also 
to the rear. 

He brought laughter when he 


mentioned the ‘astonishing sug- 
gestion’ that a park be plotted on 
the site of the present Town 
House, and noted there is only 
one bench in the beautiful park 
only a short distance away. 

‘No one ever sits on it,’ he 
declared, and added ‘It would be 
a brave woman who would sit 
there alone.’ Mr. Hardy pointed 
out that the building committee 
made no recommendation about 
future use of the Town House
